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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: It is the assertion of the applicant that the 
Wilkinson reference does not disclose mixing a liquid and gas to form a power fluid for a jet pump, wherein a portion of the gas is 
dissolved in the fluid. The examiner notes that the apparatus of Wilkinson uses a water/water vapor mixture as it's power fluid. In addition 
it is common in the art of jet pumps in wellbores to use water, hydrocarbons or air as a power fluid, thus air would readily dissolve with 
eitheer of the other power fluids. It is also the assertion of the applicant that The combination of Wilkinson is improper, due to lack of 
motivation. The examiner respectfully traverses this assertion. The use of the mixture as a power fluid is not disclosed but the mixture of 
Wilkinson would provide the gas lift disclosed in Roeder. It is the assertion of the applicant that there is no motivation to combine the 
Roeder and Wilkinson references with the Cooper reference, do to the fact that the Cooper pump has no need of a jet pump to pump fluid 
to the surface. The examiner respectfully traverses this assertion. The pump of Cooper is used merely as an example of a multi-phase 
pump that could be used to pump the multi-phase fluid disclosed in Wilkinson. It would have been obvious to combine them regardless of 
whether the pump of Cooper required another pump or not, since he pump of Cooper is being incorporated into the system of Roeder and 
Wilkinson. Claim 34 is now objected to in light of the applicant's arguments. The rejections made in the last office action, disregarding 
claim 34, are then found to have merit and therefore, the request for reconsideration has not placed the application in condition for 
allowance.
